This act amended the 1947 Library Law 
by adding a new section—14C. It allows 
a town or township in a town-township 
library district to withdraw from such a 
merger whenever less than ten percent of 
the inhabitants of the town or township 
makes use of the library. This piece of 
legislation was passed because of a situa- 
tion that existed in the Carmel Library 
District, Hamilton County, and the Act 
applies only in those counties that have 
a population of not less than 28,000 nor 
more than 29,000. It was, in fact, a law 


passed in order to bring about a change 


in a unique situation, and because that 
change has now been effected it seems 
wise to try to repeal the Act at the next 
session of the Legislature. A repeal action 
probably would not be opposed by the 


legislator who introduced the amendment. 


POSSIBLE CHANGES IN THE 
1947 LAW—A representative of the 
Marion County group that is trving to 
establish a county library there appeared 
before the 1959 conference and outlined 
the problems that face them. Because the 
Indianapolis Public Library is not oper- 
ating under the 1947 Law it cannot offer 
to extend service to the county—the pro- 
cedure authorized in Sec. 10 of the 1947 
Law. The other method for establishment 
is that provided for in Sec. 6 of the Law 
which makes it possible to establish via 
petition of five percent of the voters in the 
last preceding general election. If such 
a petition is presented the governing body 
MAY establish a library. 
Note that the word ‘‘may”’ is the crux of

‘The best solution to the problém seems

Such a change would necessitate spell- 
ing out the procedure for remonstrance 
against the proposed establishment. This 
would mean a fairly lengthy addition to 
the law, but it is not too grave a problem. 
In the case of Marion County it is not

‘There was a great variety of opinion 
voiced at the conference, not only as re- 
gards Sections 6 and 10 of the 1947 Law, 
but also as to the advisability of opening 
up the 1947 Law at all. However, there 
were more who favored changing the 
wording of Sec. 6 than there were who 
preferred a change in Sec. 10, or who 


ebjected to having the Law tampered 
with at all. The Legislative Committee 
believes that this change in Sec. 6 is a 
desirable one and recommends it to the 
membership. It would have the immediate 
effect of facilitating the establishment of 
a county library in Marion County, and 
would make it easier for citizens’ groups 


to promote library extension elsewhere. 


STATE LIBRARY BUDGET—The 
State Library is operating under a severe 
handicap because of the drastic cuts in its 
request budget made by the 1959 Legisla- 
ture.

Even though it appears to be a 
remote one there is always the possibility 
that a Republican administration might 
have a change of thinking concerning 
Federal aid to Indiana libraries. In any 
event proper preparation must be made. 
Certain new legislation may be necessary 
in order for the State Library to admin- 
ister federal funds effectively as in other 
states. 


Another recent development concerns 
a group of lawyers who are interested in 
changing the Library Law in the next 
legislature. This information came from 
Mr. J. Wesley Brown, president of the 
Marion County Mr.

Commissioners. 


committee to study metropolitan govern- 
ment, requesting that among other things 
they consider forming a metropolitan unit 
involving Indianapolis and Marion Coun- 
ty, and that provision be made by law 
that an elected body should review any 
proposed library tax.

LAKE COUNTY SURVEY 


During the first week of May High- 
land became the first of the communities 
in the Lake County Library system to 
undergo a complete community survey. 
The survey is being carried out by the 
civic and service groups of Highland with 
the coordination of the League of Women 
Voters. 

‘The purpose of the survey is to deter- 
mine the role the library may take in 
providing the continuing education op- 
portunities in the area.

Report From the President to IZA Members 


Our thanks are due to Mrs. Graydon N. Heumann of Muncie, to Mrs. Irene 
Strieby of Indianapolis, and to Edward Linkhart of New Castle for their promotion 
of National Library Week in Indiana. Publicity was widely available and widely used. 
‘The Indiana Library Association is grateful to these people for the promoton of library 
use. The ILA Executive Board granted honorary life membership in the Association 
to Mrs. Strieby recently for her distinguished library career and for her volunteer 
work during National Library Week. 

‘To date I have attended the district meetings at Lawrenceburg, Sullivan and 
Purdue University. At each meeting | was impressed by the fact that the librarians 
were voluble on touchy and treacherous problems. Swords seemed sheathed. Elsewhere 
in this issue is printed the report of the Legislative Committee. ‘This report was made 
by Mrs. Harriet Bard at the Lawrenceburg meeting. At the Sullivan and Purdue 
University meetings the report was read aloud and the discussion which followed 
was centered on the Library Services Act. It was asked at Sullivan if legislation was 
being prepared to empower LSA funds to be used should they become available. A 
majority of the eighty-five librarians and trustees attending the meeting thought 
that such legislation, if it stands a chance of becoming law, must reach the ILA 
and IL’VTA members almost immediately. Whether such legislation should be made 
immediately available to members of both associations for study depends on the overall 
and long-run effect of such legislation. Such law would most certainly involve the 
Indiana State Library (the agency which would administer federal aid funds). The 
State Library is inextricably linked not only with the next administration but with 
the present administration which will review the State Library’s budget. Since many 
Indiana libraries have long depended on our State Library for other-than-financial 
aid, it seems like cutting off our noses to spite our faces if we endanger the State 
Library's source of funds. However, every member of ILA and IL’VA can keep well 
informed on library and political developments so that he can be ready to review, 
critically and capably, any legislation to do with Indiana libraries. Be aware and 
you will not need to beware so much. Again, I wish to reassure members of this 
Association’s sincere intent to promote Indiana library good for all. No evil ogre 
stands, poison pen poised, to write law that will work harm to all by hurting a few. 

Plans are being developed by George Curtis, ILA Vice President, for an interesting 
annual ILA-IL’TA Conference, November 3-5, at the Sheraton-Lincoln Hotel in 
Indianapolis. Mr. Curtis will welcome program suggestions. Leaders of [LA groups 
should communicate immediately with him at the LaPorte Public Library about their 
conference meetings. 

A good looking list of HOOSIER LIBRARIANS is still available from the 
Extension Division, Indiana State Library, for one dollar. Listings include ILA, 
ILA, ISLA and SLA members. 

Honorary life membership in [LA was granted to Wilma Reeve of Indianapolis 
and to Florence Bennett of South Bend by the ILA Executive Board at its most 
recent meeting. The same honor was given Mrs. Strieby as stated above. 

Somebody said that success comes before work only in the dictionary. Let us 
believe in this old saw and continue our course for our cause.

SCHOOL LIBRARY 
STANDARDS 
The new national Standards for School 
March 


will be of interest to all librarians. “hese 


Library Programs published in 
standards were developed by the American 
Association of School Librarians in con- 
junction with the American Library Asso- 
ciation and assisted by twenty other 
professional and lay organizations includ- 
ing the Public Library Association and 
the American Asscciation of Colleges for 
‘Teacher Education. 

Superintendents, principals, school 
board members, curriculum and = audio- 
visual supervisors, and citizens interested 
in quality education served on the com- 
mittee. These groups prepared the stand- 
ards after several years of extensive re- 
search and study of libraries in hundreds 
of schools. Three main areas are covered : 
(1) principles of policy and practice that 
make the library program an educational 
force in the school; (2) principles of ad- 
ministration and organization that make 
the school library an efficient tool; and 
(3) specifications for the staff, materials 
collections, funds, quarters and equipment 
required for the successful translation of 
principles into service. 

‘The new standards far surpass those of 
1945 but revolve around the same tenets. 
‘The true aim, now as then, is to unleash 
the vast reservoir of service school li- 
braries can contribute to a quality educa- 
tional program in the face of new de- 
mands and expanded curricula. he stand- 
ards are both qualitative and quantitative. 
Goals are high but not unreasonable; they 
are not intended as a “crash” program 
but one which, for most schools, will be 
attained over a period of several years. 

School librarians will be quick to use 
the standards as a tool when interpreting 
to administrators, school boards and citi- 
zens the proper perspective of the school 
library in relation to the total school pro- 
gram. The standards point up the fact 


that the needs and challenges of education 


today demand an adequate school library 
program concerned with instruction, serv- 
ice and activity throughout the school, 
geared to the objectives of the school and 
the individual requirements of its students.
